JERRY ON THE JOB—He Objects to Double Duty 


IN APPRECIATION OF EMERY 


D 


ANTE M. PIERCE in the last issue of the Wisconsin 
Farmer pays merited tribute to J. Q. Emery the new dairy 


and food commissioner. Calling .him "Wisconsin's grand old 
man, 
back in state service," Mr. Pierce recalls that Mr. Emery 


was first appointed to the position he now holds by Robert M. 
La Follette. He says Governor La. Follette appreciated that 
dairy farming, our greatest rural industry, did not have the ac- 
tive lobby at work in Madison which some other interests con- 
nected with the dairy industry have. 


Mr. Pierce recalls Mr. Emery's vigorous enforcement of the 


law to prevent oleomargarine manufacturers from putting their 
product on the market in direct imitation of yellow butter. He 
quotes Mr. Emery as saying: 


Wiscoasin was the first state to enact a law to regulate the 


sale ot oleomargarine. In all the years that have intervened, the 
struggle has been to compel it to look like itself end not like but- 
ter, and to be sold'for what it. act jally is and to prevent it from 
entering the dining room of a hotel, restaurant or boarding house 
"with its deceitful bow and brazen smile, claiming that its name 
is butter." 
Of Mr. Emery's work in connection with reorganizing the 


dairy and food department, and as to the future usefulness of 
the department Mr. Pierce says: 


Men like Assistant Fischer, Fred Marty and E. L. Aderhold 


stood shoulder-to-shoulder with Mr. Emery, in the face of a ter- 
rific assault from the entrenched interests 
and insisted upon 


clean enforcement of the laws, coupled with a wide educational 
campaign. These men knew that J. Q. Emery would stand back 
of them and share their responsibility to the mmost. How he 
was able to retain such skilled men on the small pay advanced 
by the state has always been a wonder to me, and I am confident 
that just as capable public servants will rally to the.side of Mr. 
Emery so that he may again do his duty fearlessly. 


New problems and new relationships face Mr. Emery on his 


return to office, but his habit of study and close interest in pub- 
lic affairs will enable him to step in and plan remedies to fit the 
conditions. Our cheese industry is in the process of new devel- 
opment, and the State Market Division has issued restraining or- 
ders tending toward bringing about fair play and improved prod- 
U°!?',i. JT relaJ-lon,shiPs between the Dairy and Food Department 
and the State Market Division must be worked out, at this ses- 
sion of the legislature, and I am pleased that we have two such 
capable officials as Mr. Emery and Edward -Vordman to handle 
this bit of readjustment.

ENGLAND'S LABOR PROBLEM 


•y«HE unemployment crisis in England has entered on a new 
1 phase and a sinister one. More works and factories are 
closed down or put on short time, thus raising the number of un- 
employment in this country to 859,000, according to official 
iigures. The total number, including those not registered is 
estimated to exceed 1,500,000. But worse still is the growing 
determination of the employing class to take advantage of the 
situation to force down wages. 


Shipbuilding joiners are still on strike against an attempt 


lo reduce their wages by 12 per cent, and building workers in 
Belfast are on strike against a, similar attempt. This, indeed 
threatens the whole of the building industry, as well as the cot- 
ton workers, who are now only getting three days' pay a week. 


The employers themselves review the whole business with 


a cynical disregard for the rights of the workers. One, a di- 
rector of six great engineering and shipbuilding concerns, told 
a press interviewer that unemployment was the only solution. 
In the end lower wages would be acceptable, he said, for the 
present high cost of production. Another, an owner of flax- 
mills, declared that "if we are going to compete successfully 
with Japan, German, France, Austria, and Belgium the cost of 
our production must come down, and this can only be done by 
lowering wages." 


The workers, naturally, are up in arms against this attack 


irocm the standard of living, already low in view of high prices. 
At a recent meetiirg in Widnes Arthur Henderson, not by any 
means an advanced radical, said that unless immediate "steps 
are taken to provide work or maintenance even moderate labor 
opinion will no longer resist bringing pressure by definite action 
of an unprecedented character.
